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RACING AN1> HYPOCRISY. 

There’s more everyday common sense upon 
tlie Chicago Chronicle's editorial page than 
upon that of any other Chicago daily paper of 
general scope. Last Sunday Mr. Seymour dis- 
cussed the bearing of cheap public opinion and 
influence on American racing and sport in a 
peculiarly healthy, broad and sensible way. Be- 
low is the editorial ; 

Oliver Wendell Holmes dearly loved a race 
horse. As a young man en route to Paris to 
pursue his studies in medicine Holmes attended 
the world-famous Deiby and was delighted 
therewith. Fifty years of observation and ex- 
perience did not diminish his interest, for when 
he made another trip to Europe after this long 
interval he saw another Derby, and stated that 
4 his interest was as keen in the outcome as it was 
in the first of these events he had witnessed. He 
added that the New England deacon ought to 
take a course at Derby for the sweetening of his 
temper. 

Holmes liked lectures, for he \vas a lecturer 
himself; Holmes liked verses, for he wrote 
them, but the mass of mankind do not share his 
versatility. They have no liking for the ros- 
trum, and for those productions that are said 
to be the result of the divine afflatus they have 
no fancy at all. But they do like a “hoss” race 
or an athletic contest between trained gladi- 
ators. 

Was there ever an event in Chicago that so 
interested rich and poor alike as the opening 
day at the Washington race park? An incident 
of that race course, as of any other the world 
round, was its betting shed. Prim morality, 
putting on its spectacles and discerning this 
feature, said it must be reformed, and hypocrisy, 
though it liked the racing and was not disin- 
clined to venture a fiver in a Paris mutual or 
take a bookmaker at his own odds, grumblingly 
assented. For years, greatly to the disappoint- 
ment of thousands of Chicagoans, there has 
been no racing at Washington Park, the presi- 
dent of which was at one time that gallant sol- 
dier and that loyal sportsman and athlete 
Philip H. Sheridan. 

A glove contest, a fight to the finish between 
men striving, for the belt, symbol of the cham- 
pionship of the world, attracts more attention 
in America even than a presidential election. 
Moralists may fume. Statesmen who adjourn 
an assembly for the purpose of attending a prize 
fight enact laws against such a performance. 
They are as keen spectators of the struggle as 
are the members of the British parliament, who 
though they would not pause when one of their 
number is singled out by death, do adjourn to 
participate in the Derby. While many men love 
a horse race and almost all men are interested in 
the outcome of a notable prize fight, yet there 
is shamefaced recognition of prohibition by 
law of horse racing and athletic exhibitions 
that include the putting on of the gloves. We 
are more or less a nation of hypocrites. The 
little leaven of extreme moralists has leavened 

V the lump. Though without warrant, for all 
America has for its mother Europe, not 
peculiarly the British isles, we boast our Anglo- 
Saxon race, yet we do not possess Anglo-Saxon 
freedom of opinion or of action. 

We have statutes forbidding betting on elec- 
tion and even disqualifying electors who choose 
to bet thereon, but we freely venture notwith- 
standing the prohibition. It is not thrifty to 
bet unless, as the wife of Clay explained her 
position toward his habit as a gamester, “Why, 
Henry most always wins,” one is generally on 
the right side. If one venture a wager entirely 
within his means, there is no essential immoral- 
ity in his act. Betting may be carried to excess. 



as may be any other human act, but betting is 
not of itself immoral any more than is horse 
racing or fistic encounter between trained men 
striving for personal success. 

An “ unco’guLd” local journal remarks: “No 
sort of cutting or trimming will serve to make 
prize fighting tolerable, and Mayor Harrison 
should not recede from his present position. 
Keep the curs chained. They have been chained 
in Chicago for many years. Why should any 
attempt be made now to extend special priv- 
ileges to the lawless?” 

All men who engage in prize fighting are not 
curs, nor are they morally lawless, whatever 
man’s enactments may be. Were glove contests 
between curs and lawless persons, would mem- 
bers of one of the finest clubs in this city give 
weekly exhibitions thereof and attend them 
with interest amounting to enthusiasm? 

People ought to be more natural and reason- 
able. If they want to take a drink of spirituous 
liquor, they ought to do so openly and above 
board, notwithstanding that there are persons 
who think the drinking of spirituous liquors, 
even temperately, is a crime. “All taps is wan- 
ity,” said the deputy shepherd. The amuse- 
ments men relish and in the enjoyment of which 
they are conscious that they do not at all offend 
against moral law they ought not lightly aban- 
don because some fellow citizen assuming 
superior virtue insists that their practices are 
intolerable. 

Senator Fitzpatrick proposes to introduce in 
the senate at Springfield a bill legitimizing a 
race meeting at which pools are sold, and looks 
specifically to the reopening of Washington 
Park, with its betting shed accompaniment. 
Whether or not, even in the guise of a revenue 
measure, this is a proper subject for considera- 
tion at the special session may be an open legal 
question, but there can be no question that the 
great mass of the people do not regard betting 
on a horse race as wrong and have no sympathy 
with the drastic and unreasonable enactment 
which denies to persons the liberty of betting 
or not as they see fit. If a great many people, 
as they do, enjoy a fistic encounter between 
trained athletes why should the law say there 
shall be no such encounters? Betting, it may 
be said, is susceptible of abuse. Men may ruin 
themselves morally and financially by ventur- 
ing more than they are able to venture— often, 
in their mad fancy that they can win, stake 
money that is not theirs. But what position in 
life may not be abused? A man may ruin him- 
self upon the Board of Trade, but the Board of 
Trade is not put under any statute inhibition. 
A hypocrite may, wearing the garb of heaven 
the more securely to pursue his satanic pur- 
poses, bring disgrace upon religion, but^nobody 
fancies therefore that the church ought to be 
abolished. A pond may be a convenient place 
for suicides to carry out their purpose, but no 
one in his reason thinks it desirable therefore 
to dry up all the ponds in the country. 

Macaulay narrates that the puritans forbade 
bear-baiting not because it gave pain to the 
bear, but because it gave pleasure to the spec- 
tators. The mass of the people in this country 
can make their own laws, and if they find a law 
upen the statute book that interferes with their 
reasonable pleasures or pursuits they can 
have that law repealed whenever a sufficient 
number of them see fit to do so. 

Whoso likes a horse race ought not to be de- 
nied by statute the opportunity for seeing one. 
Whoso cares to bet upon the outcome of a horse 
race ought not be forbidden by statute to do so. 
Whoso has a fancy for witnessing d contest be- 
tween gladiators ought not find a be-it-enacted 
in the way. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Last Monday the Board of Appeals of the 
Western Turf Congress restored to good stand- 
ing all turfmen and jockeys outlawed by reason 
of participation in racing over unrecognized 
tracks west of the 81st meridian. The persons 
thus benefited were those who took part in 
various capacities some years back in racing 
over the St. Louis winter tracks. The amnesty 
was timely and proper. The tracks in Question* 
were in active operation before the rule against 
winter racing was adopted and those conduct- 
ing them, as well as owners, trainers and 
jockeys taking part in the racing, held that 
their acquired and well established rights and 
standing were equal in racing law with those 
appertaining to other race tracks. Hence their 
outlawry was naturally resented and now that 
the tracks in question have long since closed 
their gates, the restoration of quite a consider- 
able body of men to good turf standing is decid- 
edly good policy. 

The Jockey Club will probably be called upon 
to consider the same question before many 
months pass. It is deemed almost certain that 
the Maryland legislature, now in session, will 
pass a measure that will wipe out the outlawed 
tracks at Elkton, Barksdale and 'other points in 
Maryland. This will leave a large number of 
turfmen and horses high and dry. That they 
will appeal to the Jockey Club for mercy and 
restoration to turf privileges can be taken for 
granted. That they will gain their point for 
some time to come may very well be doubted. 

Their case is not in ail respects that of the 
western outlawed turfmen. They went into 
outlawry deliberately and with full knowledge 
of the penalties to be incurred. The rule 
against winter racing was in force before the 
Maryland tracks were established. The stew- 
ards of the jockey club are strict construction- 
ists of racing law, have a plentiful endowment 
of backbone, and judging from their attitude 
toward such of the Maryland outlaws as in the 
past have sought pardon, will be very likely to 
keep the whole body of men and horses out in 
the cold for a long time to come.

J. B. Haggin, General W. H. Jackson, Charles 
Reed, L. S. & W. P. Thompson, J. B. Ewing, of 
the Willamette Stud; Norton & Williams, Adal- 
bert Stud; W. C. Norton, Winona Stud; S. San- 
ford & Son, Hurricana Stud, and J. V. Shipp, 
Old Fort Stud. Mr. Haggin and General Jack- 
son are the largest consignors. The former now 
has 216 yearlings at his Rancho del Paso farm 
in California, and General Jackson’s lot of 
youngsters numbers 83.

York Sun considers it surprising "that Tod ^ 
Sloan is about to return to this country to ride ’ 



for the Fleischmanns. There is nothing surpris- 
ing about it. Sloan contracted to ride for the 
firm during the season of 1898 before he went to 
England. He has given no evidence of a wish 
to avoid carrying out his contract, but even if 
he did he could only do so after a formal release 
by his present employers. The English Jockey 
Club would enforce the terms of that contract 
just so readily and quickly as any high class , 
governing turf body of this country would. 

Bookmaker Orlando Jones has gone to Cffina 
just to look over the country a bit. Bookmaker 
and plunger Riley Grannan is in Egypt posting 
up about Sesostris, Queen Hatasu, Ptolemy, 
Cleopatra, the Sphynx, Mehemet Ali, the 
Mahdi and other Egyptian trifles of interest. 
If such practices spread the knights of the blue 
pencil will eventually be qualified for ad- 
mission to Boston’s exclusive circles of “cul- 
chah.” 

The program for the Washington spring meet- 
ing, which opens the eastern campaign, is 
practically complete. The Arlington, Congres- 
sional and Mount Vernon Stakes for two year- 
olds will each have $400 added, and a similar 
amount will be tacked on to the Potomac, Fed- 
eral and Washington Handicaps for the older 
division. The prospectus will also provide for 
several attractive jumping events. 

The Futurity of 1900 has received 923 entries, 
practically all that are expected. J. B. Haggin 
leads with the monster total of 196 entries. He 
has also made the same entry for the Matron 
Stakes of 1900 at Morris Park, this event having 
a total at latest advices of 695 entries. Mr. 
Haggin has beyond doubt made a record for the 
greatest number of entries ever made to a rac- 
ing event. 

The partnership between Lord William Beres- 
ford and Pierre Lorillard is renewed for the 
coming season. The stable, which is trained by 
John Huggins at Hare Park, Newmarket, in- 
cludes thirty-six horses. August Belmont’s 
Bridegroom II, seems to be the favorite colt of 
of the American candidates. 

A running meeting at Cleveland, O., is one of 
the probabilities of the year. Frederick A. 
Thomas, of the Thomas Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and some associates are negotiating with 
the owners of the West Side Driving Club for 
the use of their track for a spring and autumn 
meeting of two weeks each. 

Marcus Daly has purchased of Milton Young, 
through his agent, Ed A. Tipton, the thorough- 
bred mare Lizzie D., by Onondaga— Blue 
Mantle; price, $2,500. The mare is with foal to 
Hanover. 

Jockey Sam Doggett has' been so low with 
tonsilitis that his life was despaired of, but a 
turn for the better has taken place and he is 
now out of danger. 

J. Enos will have a small but select stable of 
horses in the east and training belonging to 
John Sanford, the Amsterdam, N. Y., mil- 
lionaire. 

Cossack, well known to Chicago race track 
habitues as quite a fast sprinter, died at Niles, 
Mich,, Monday.
